President Harrison aud party arrived

m orning. 
T hey 
were received 
w ith great enthusiasm and review ed 
a parade of the 
local 
Grand 
Army 
posts. 
They leave for Omaha 
at Ii 
o'clock and w ill stop for an hour or 
so at Lincoln. 
The presidential party 
have received an 
ovation 
at 
every 
stopping 
point 
along 
the 
line. 
The people » f Colorado Springs turned 
out in force Monday evening to w el­ 
com e the president, w ho arrived here 
at 6 o'clock. 
Mayor Sprague and a re­ 
ception com m ittee m et the president 
at the 
station. 
Leaving the 
sta­ 
tion in carriages the party were driven 
about the city for half an hour, part of 
the way under the escort of m ili­ 
tary 
and 
civic 
organizations and 
grand army 
men. 
Several hundred 
school 
children 
were 
collected 
at 
one 
point on 
the 
route, 
and 
to 
these the president 
made a pretty 
speech, 
which was 
loudly 
cheered. 
During the drive Cheyenne mountain, 
where Helen Hunt Jackson is buried, 
and Pike's peak were pointed out to 
the president. .T h e route ended at tho 
Antlers hotel. 
The president visited Leadville in the 
morning. 
Ii ere hi* was presented w ith 
a brick w eighing eighty ounces, or 
nearly seven pounds, 
made of Lead­ 
ville sliver. I 99 tine. 
It is an exact fac­ 
sim ile o f th* silver bricks a s they come 
from the refineries. The party spent an 
hour in Pueblo in the afternoon. 
The 
train arrived at 8:30 o’clock, and the 
president was met by Mayor Hamilton 
and a local reception com m ittee and

Charleston is the sw iftest ship, and 
w hile never in action has a splendid 
crew aud a fighting commander. 
There are no telegraph stations south 
of 
Ensenada. 
just 
south 
of 
the 
boundary line in Lower California, so 
that, save such meager inform ation as 
may he brought north by one of the 
Panama or coast steamers, nothing 
further is likely to be heard from her 
or the Itata until the Charleston re­ 
turns or is heard from at some of the 
Mexican ports, which cannot occur be­ 
fore Thursday or f riday next. 
The afternoon papers print inter­ 
view’s with law yers as to the legal 
status in case the Charleston should 
overtake or sink the Itata. 
The view s 
expressed were that, while the Itata 
flies the Chilian flag, according to all 
advices received she is not a represent 
ative of any constituted authority. 
Bultnaeeda

governm ent, 
and

alone is recognized by foreign govern­ 
ments. 
The Itata was a government 
vessel, but she was seized by the in­ 
surgents and is being used against the 
recognized government, and therefor!

In case the Esmeralda interferes to 
prevent the capture of the Itata she 
can only lie considered in the same cat 
egorv with the Itata.

IN HOT PURSUIT. 


H e r t h a n e

San F r a n c i s c o , May 1*2.—Th - fact no 
longer is concealed, even in 
official 
naval circles, that the sw ift cruiser 
Charleston is oil on hot chase after the 
Chilian transport Itata. which left San 
D iego last W ednesday 
while 
under 
arrest, and carrying oil' the deputy 
United 
States marshal. 
The Itata. 
after It •aving San Diego, took on board 
a consignm ent of r les anil am muni­ 
tion which had been shipped from 
San 
Francisco 
on 
the 
schooner 
Robert and 
Minnie. 
The 
transfer 
of 
the 
hitter's 
cargo is l»elieved 
to have occurred.off the San Clemente 
islands, northw est of San Diego harbor, 
and it is believed the Itata steam ed 
south Friday night or Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
The Chilian cruiser Esmeralda is 
believed to be lying off Cape San Lucas, j 
which is the southernm ost point of 
the land in Lower California, aw aiting 
supplies carried by the Itata. The sea 
run to that point is aliout 700 miles. 
•The Itata being heavily loaded, and a1- , 
though reputed as a fast craft, it is es­ 
timated she cannot exceed ii to 8 knots, 
and the 
Charleston, which left San 
Pedro at 4 a. rn. Monday, it is thought 
certainly can overtake lier or reach San 
Lucas in advance of the transport. 
If 
not found there the Charleston w ill pro­ 
ceed direct to Acapulco, which w ill 
be the 
first 
point 
at which 
any 
further intelligence can be received. 
Even though the cruiser Esmeralda is 
m et as convoy of the Itata, it is under­ 
stood that Hie orders to the Charleston 
are explicit on point of capture, and if 
the Itata is sighted it is believed cer­ 
tain now that there w ill be a capture or 
fight, or both. 
The fact that the Chilian cruiser ac­ 
companied the Itata north was first 
ascertained through deserters from the 
Itata who escaped from that steam er 
at San Diego. 
It w as at first doubted 
that 
one 
of 
the 
m ost 
powerful 
of 
the 
Chilian 
warships 
should 
go 
so 
far 
from 
the 
Chilian 
coast 
at 
this 
juncture, 
but 
it 
is now definitely know*n that the Es­ 
meralda is in port at Aeapulo on the 
Mexican coast, which fact the navy de­ 
partment at W ashington w as probably 
fully advised of when the orders wrere 
issued to the Charleston. 
The effort to I 
keep the destination of the Charleston 
secret, 
therefore. 
was 
natural, i 
as 
representatives 
of 
the 
Chilian 
insurgents would be prompt to advise 
the Esmeralda of the vessel’s move­ 
ments. 
It is deemed probable that the 
Esm eralda w ill cruise north toward 
San Lucas in 
the 
hope 
of 
m eet­ 
ing the 
Itata 
before the Charles­ 
ton 
can 
arrive 
and 
to 
protect 
the cargo and crew from seizure if 
possible. 
It is known that on board 
the Itata are the commander of the 
Esm eralda and a large portion of her 
crew, and presum ably a portion of the 
Esm eralda's secondary battery. 
There 
is therefore a strong incentive on the 
part of the Chilian warship to m eet the 
Itata and prevent her being conveyed 
back by an Am erican w arship. 
The fact that there appears now’ a 
very strong likelihood of a m eeting of 
the tw o evenly m atched warships un­ 
der conditions that w ill require fine 
management to prevent a tight is thor­ 
oughly recognized by naval Airn on 
this coast. 
The orders to Capt. Remy, 
of the Charleston, are w’ell authenti­ 
cated to lie binding in the m atter of 
the recapture of the Itata, if sighted, 
and on the part of the Esmeralda, it is

CONSUL CORTE RECALLED.

R o m e , May 1*2.—The Italian consul at 
N ew Orleans, Sig. Corte, has been no­ 
tified to return home in order to fur­ 
nish the Italian governm ent with an 
exact account of the events which have 
taken place since the murder of Chief 
of Police Ilennessy. Vice Consul Porno, 
of the Italian consulate of N ew York, 
w ill act for Consul Corte in the interim. 
It is believed here that Italy is seeking 
to obtain the moral support of its allies 
in the triple alliance in the position it 
has taken against the United States. 
W a s h i n g t o n , May 1*2.—The new s of 
Consul Cone's recall is confirmed. 
It 
w ill not be because of any representa­ 
tion made 
by

States, 
for no representation was made, nor

'I': sere are thousands of 
small dog and goat farms dotted ovei 
Manchuria and the* eastern borders ol 
Mongolia, where from a score to some 
hundreds of dogs are annually reared 
on each farm, and where they constr 
tute a regular source of wealth.

means of her father. 
It is probable 
that in no other part of the world are 
there to be found such splendid dog­ 
skins for size, length of hair aud qual­ 
ity, the extreme cold of these latitudes 
developing a magnificent coat.

difficult to understand how the dog 
farmer can afford with profit to rear 
the animals when the price of the robe 
is taken into consideration. 
For one 
full sized robe, say 8U inches by 86 inch 
es, at least eight animals are required 
Putting the price realized at I Is. Oil. foi 
a robe, tills would allow only about 
IQd 
ow skin, including the selection 
(for tile skins must match iii color ana 
length of hair) and cost of sewing. The 
animals are generally strangled in mid­ 
winter, but not before they are eight 
months old, and then the skins taken 
in a frozen condition principally to 
Moukden and Chinchow, where thej 
are cured, assorted and made into robes, 
mats, etc. 
The value of the trade from 
N’ewcliang in 1887 was about £40,000, 
against nearly £60,000 the previous year.
